When James G. Blaine was a mem­ 
ber of Garfield’s cabinet be directed 
public attention to the necessity of the 
United States taking some aotioD that 
woald increase and strengthen the bond 
of interest between this oonntry and the 
South American slates. 
For several 
years thereafter the press of the oonntry 
discussed this question in harmony with 
the policy laid down by Mr. Blaine; and 
finally, the last congress enacted 6 law 
directing the president of the United 
States to invite the several governments 
of the republics of Mexico, Central and 
South America, the Empire of Brazil, 
Hayti,and San Domingo to join the 
United States in a conference to be beld 
at Washington for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing and recommending for adoption 
to their respective governments some 
plan of arbitration for the settlement of 
disputes that may hereafter arise between 
tbem and for considering questions re­ 
lating to the improvement of business 
intercourse and means of communica­ 
tion between these countries, also to on­ 
ce mage tm h reciprocal commercial re­ 
lations cs will be beneficial to all and 
secure more extensive markets for their 
products.” 
I he [question of trade between the 
United States and the states of South 
America, has long been discussed in the 
newspapers and magazines, but Mr. 
Blaine was the filet to take active steps 
to bring the matter to the special atten­ 
tion of oar government. 
This country 
needs the trade of South America, but it 
does not get ii. 
It is a fact which as­ 
tonishes the people of this country, that 
“ 89 per cent of the imports of the South 
and Central American states comes from 
Europe; l l per cent from the United 
Scales. On the other hand, for every $7 
worth of goods we .tell to these coun­ 
tries, we buy 318 worth. We buy coffee 
end sugar fiem Bnzil, wool andhideg 
from the Argentine Republic, and other 
LePJafa republics, costly lumber from 
the Amezon and its tributaries, aud al­ 
low the sellers to take our cash and go 
to Europe for gee de that we should ba 
able to supply from our own manufac­ 
tories.” To be sure t he merchants of 
Sooth and Central American states ouy 
some cheaper geode in Europe than they 
can buy in this ocuntry because they are 
made by cheaper labor; but what is 
wanted is an exchange 
of products 
between 
these 
countries—a system 
of 
trading 
whereby 
the 
United 
States and the states of South and Cen­ 
tral America shall be mutually benefited* 
There are no steamshipa plying between 
any of our ports and the great ports o* 
the Argentine Republic and it is said 
that the existence of this fact compelled 
the delegates from that country to oome 
to New York by the way of Liverpool* 
some four thousand miles farther than 
by a direot route! 
There are 35authorized representatives 
from South and Central America to 
the congress which meets in Washing­ 
ton this week. All of them are men o* 
education and enterprise, and deeply in­ 
terested in the questions which will come 
before the congress for discussion. 
The persons who will represent the 
United Stales in this important gather­ 
ing are Cornelius N. Bliss, merchant, 
Now York; Charles R. Flint; also * 
merchant,New York; Andrew Carnegie, 
manufacturer, Pennsylvania,

A Deleware W oman Has a Snake Coil 
Itself Around Her Neck. 
Mrs. Stetson and daughter of Union 
township were berrying in the vicinity 
of Harbor Bridge, says a Newcastle 
(Del.) letter to the Philadelphia In­ 
quirer, when they had a lively encoun­ 
ter with a snake. 
Mrs. Stetson was 
making her way through a thicket of 
small trees and bushes, her daughter 
following at a distance of fifteen or 
twenty yards. 
Suddenly a long snake 
of a greenish-brown color sw ing from 
a small tree at Mrs. Stetson’s side, 
and, quick as a flash, began coiling 
itself around her neck and shoulders. 
Almost paralyzed with fright, the 
woman stood rooted to the ground for 
almost a minute. 
Then recovering her 
senses she screamed loudly for help. 
Miss Stetson rushed forward to ascer­ 
tain the cause of the outcry. 
She was 
horrified upon reaching the spot to 
find her mother in the coils of the rep­ 
tile. 
The poor woman had succeeded 
in getting her hands around its slimy 
body about six inches from tho head. 
Her hold was a firm one, but it re­ 
quired all her strength to keep the 
snake from getting its head close 
enough to do injury with its fangs, 
which it kept thrusting at her face. 
All this time it kept tightening its 
grip around her neck, and soon her 
face began to assume a purplish hue, 
while her tongue, swollen to twice its 
natural size, hung from her mouth, 
and her eyes bulged almost from their 
sockets. 
Miss Stetson is a cool and nervy 
young lady, and grasping a stick she 
hit the snake a telling blow on the 
head.

A QUARTET OF NEW STATES 


FOUR 
TERRITORIES 
ADOPT 
STATE 
CONSTITUTIONS. 


Republicans Win in B oth Dakotas and 
Probably in tVashington-M ontana in 
Doubt— P olitical. 


S t. P a u l, Minn., Oct. 2 .—The elections 
in the four new States were held Tuesday, 
and the voters have given expression to 
their political views—a sort of announce­ 
ment of birth—and to their older brothers 
in the Union of States congratulations for 
the acquisition of four prosperous com­ 
monwealths. 
Beautiful weather was en­ 
joyed throughout the entire Northwest, 
and tho present indications are that tho 
vote is a full one. 
The capital fight in 
South Dakota and Washington called out 
the few voters who might otherwise have 
been classed as stay-at- homers, while the 
closeness of the State acted in a similar 
way in Montana. 
The two Dak9tas had been conceeded to 
the Republicans early in the day, tho 
point to be settled being only as to the 
size of tho majority. 
The interest in 
North Dakota was centered on prohibition 
—the friends of which were hopeful—and 
the district judgeships. 
There was much 
interest in the Legislature, in view of tho 
senatorial candidacy of ex-Gov. Pierce 
and Ordway. 
South Dakota voted for State and legis­ 
lative officers, two Congressmen, 
and 
judges; also on the constitution and pro­ 
hibition, a clause for minority representa­ 
tion in the Legislature, and on the tem­ 
porary location of the State 
capital 
North Dakota voted for the same officers 
and also on the constitution and a prohibi­ 
tion clause therein. 
The length of the 
tickets will causa much delay in the col­ 
lecting of the returns. 
Thus far scatter­ 
ing returns only have been received, but 
these indicate the election of their State 
tickets in the two Dakotas by the Repub­ 
licans and the choice of the majority of 
the Legislature in the south State by 
that 
party. 
In the north State the 
Legislature may be closer. 
Although 
there 
is 
no 
doubt 
that the con­ 
stitutions will be ratified still 
there 
are some towns and counties 
which 
are going on record against it 
They are 
those which were bitterly opposing the 
location of the institutions in the constitu­ 
tion, as was done in North Dakota. Lakota 
was one of these towns, and tho vote there 
against the constitution is RO in some pre­ 
cincts which report a total vote cf 95. 
In 
South Dakota the votes thus far reported 
on capital location are from points far re­ 
moved, and Pierre, Watertown, Huron, 
and TV atertown are leading, with the votes 
a little in favor of Pierre. 
L a t e r — Returns indicate the adoption 
of the prohibition proposition in South 
Dakota and the defeat of the clause for 
minority representation, both of which 
had been submitted by the constitutional 
convention. 
From North Dakota present 
returns indicate the election of fourteen 
Republicans to the Legislature and two 
Democrats, other districts not yet having 
been heard from.

An Old B utcher Tells How It Should and 
Should Not Be Done. 
Now if you only knew how to cook a 
steak to make it good that would do, 
but it always makes me sick to see a 
woman cook a steak, says an old butcher. 
She invariably puts her frying-pan on 
the stove, and puts in a chunk of grease 
about as big as my fist; and when it is 
hot enough to begin to crackle, 
she 
puts in her beef, and never thinks of 
covering it. 
The smoke and steam 
from it goes to the very ceiling. After 
she cooks it in this way until it begins 
to look like an old rubber shoo sole, 
she c a lla t done. 
When you go to eat 
it there is no more taste in it than a 
chip. 
Now, if you want a good bit of 
steak, have a clear hot fire, set your 
clean empty pan on a spot, cover it up, 
then round your steak, and when your 
pan is very hot lay in your steak, and 
cover quickly. 
As soon as it has 
crisped enough to let go its hold on the 
pan, turn over and cover quickly; turn 
again as at first, and continue to do so 
about every two minutes until you have 
turned it about six or eight times. 
Have a hot buttered dish ready for it 
and lay it in; add a sprinkling of pep­ 
per, salt and sugar, and cover tightly. 
Now, if you wish a gravy, put a bit of 
butter in your pan. 
When hot. rub in 
a pinch of flour, add a small teacup­ 
ful of boiling water, let it boil a few 
minutes, then put in a gravy boat in­ 
stead of putting it over your beef to 
draw out the juice. 
Now try this plan 
just once, and you will see you women 
know nothing about cooking a good 
steak.

Muskegon, Mach., Oct.--Sr—A report 
has just reached here that half tho town 
of Grand Haven was consumed by fire 
thin morning. 
The report says that a fire started in tho 
center of the business portion of the city 
and before it could be extinguished had 
swept through half the city. 
A fierce wind was blowing from tho lake 
and the flames got beyond the control of 
tho firemen shortly after the fire started. 
The telegraph office was consumed by 
the conflagration and it is impossible to get 
full particulars. 
The damage can not be estimated, but 
as several large establishments where agri­ 
cultural implements are manufactured and 
one large factory containing a big stock of 
woodenware wore destroyed the loss is 
probably very heavy. 
Later—The fire broke out in N. V. 
Slayton’s provision store on Washington 
street at I o’clock, and in a few minutes it 
had communicated to Mull’s meat market, 
adjoining tho Cutler house on tho west. 
The firemen were promptly on hand, but 
by the time they were ready to throw 
water the flames had caught the cornice 
of the hotel. 
A perfect gale was blowing 
from the west, which drove the flames into 
the building, and in a very short time 
flames and smoke were pouring from every 
window of this magnificent structure, in 
which were situated the First national 
bank, Pf aff’s insurance agency, tho signal 
service and the Western Union telegraph, 
and N. I. Beaudry’s dry-goods store. 
Grand Rapids and Muskegon were wired 
for assistance and both responded prompt­ 
ly, but before they arrived tho fire had 
crossed the street, burning Mrs- Jones’ 
millinery store, Mrs. Squires’ residence, 
and with difficulty was kept frpm tho 
sanitarium. 
Then crossing Third street it 
swept the First Reformed church and par­ 
sonage, the Cutler livery stable, and all 
the buildings in the block, including the 
residence of H. I. Potts of the Courier- 
Journal and the bath house belonging to 
Charles Conger, editor of tha Evening 
Tribune. 
By this time the Spring Lake firemen 
were on hand and the Grand Rapids and 
Muskegon companies had arrived, but the 
Muskegon company’s hose was too large 
for use upon tho Grand Haven hydrants. 
Grand Rapids acted nobly and did much 
to assist In controlling tho fire, which, 
however, spread through south of Wash­ 
ington street, taking all tho residences a9 
far as Fourth street, including Mrs. Cut 
ler’s, andjburning'the Unitarian churchjand 
the telephone exchange. 
Crossing Columbus street, between Third 
and Fourth streets, tho flames swept out 
all the residences upon the north side as 
far as Fifth street, including the Moth 
odist Episcopal church, the residence of A. 
S. Kedzie of the Herald, and Postmaster 
Sanford. 
The vigorous efforts of the 
county officials and tho isolated situation 
of the jail and court house did much 
toward saving the buildings from tho 
flames. 
Among the buildings burned are the fol­ 
lowing: The Cutler house and the resi 
donee of Dwight Cutler and tho residences 
of Mrs. Slayton, T. A. Parris, G. D. San 
ford, Capt. McCullom and A. S. Kedzie. 
Tho First Reformed, Unitarian and Metho­ 
dist churches were burned, together with 
about thirty residences. 
No lives were 
lost. 
The sweep of the fire included both 
sides of Main street from Slayton’s gro 
eery, where the fire originated, to tho Ake 
iey institute. 
Everything in the path of 
the flames was wiped out. 
Tho total loss 
is about §100,000, 41 buildings in all bo 
ing destroyed.

I hev got my woman here, 
an’ so hez Jake, an’ I’m ready to trade. 
What d’ye say, Jake?” 
Jake, a big, gawky young fellow, 
said: 
“There’s my gal, Bill,” 
point­ 
ing to rawboned, dark-eyed woman of 
45. 
“She ken dig more ’seng, 
chop 
more wood, and kin beat 
anythin’ 
shootin’ on the creek. 
I’ll take yor 
woman an’ yer ole mare to boot.” 
Suggs had led his wife—or woman— 
up to that of Long. 
Tho women 
seemed to bo almost utterly indifferent, 
or if they did object they spoke no 
word or made no sign. 
“That’s mor’n I’ll give, Long; that 
woman,” pointing to his wife “is a 
good cook and kin hoe as much corn 
as eny woman in tho naborhood, an’ 
she’s val’ble.

There was considerable talk and a 
dozen propositions, which finally ended 
in Suggs

This settled, two others—a middle- 
aged, red-whiskered fellow with a 
rathor good-looking young woman for 
a wife, traded with a younger man for 
a woman who was old enough to be 
his mother, but who looked as though 
she could perform most any kind of 
manual labor. Tho young man turned 
over his property and took charge of 
the one ho had bartered for. 
Ho 
seemed somewhat 
pleased 
by his 
bargain, and his new purchase cer­ 
tainly did not seem to have been sorry 
for the exchange. 
Tho naiho of the 
young fellow was Blodgett. 
There were six bargains or trades 
successfully closed during the day—one 
of which was between an old fellow of 
CO or more and a much younger man, 
] in which they had merely exchanged 
for the woman the other man had in 
possession at a former time. They both 
seemed pleased to get their women 
back. 
There was no boot or premium 
in the trade. 
Having no other place to stop for the 
night I went home with Blodgett, who 
seemed a mild sort of a fellow, easy, 
good-natured but ignorant. 
His new 
spouse was a woman of 22 or 23, some­ 
what good-looking, as good-looks went 
in that section. 
Her faco was more 
intelligent than any I had seen, and 
she seemed pleased over tho result of the 
trade. With all my powers of penetration 
failed to find any repugnance or hor­ 
ror over tho affair, either with her or 
any one connected with it.

seemed to take it as a legitimate trans­ 
action and I could only account for it 
on the ground of utter ignorance of 
the law, either statutory or moral.

her scent bottle.

Nelson Dana was born iu| Saratoga 
Springs, New York, April Sib, 1811;died 
at the home of his son-in-law, John 
Slightam, 158 North Blaff street, this 
city, October 2d, 1889.

British army, a Canadian, who served in 
the revolutionary war against the colo­ 
nies.

He was employed 
by this company until tho breaking oat 
of the war, when be went south in the 
employ of the United States government 
as an engineer, and was placed in oharge 
of the round house at Huntsville, Ala­ 
bama, afterwards, on a run between 
Raleigh and Morehead City, North Car­ 
olina. At the end of the war he re­ 
turned home, and for a time

du Sac. Old age and feeble health com­ 
pelled him to desist from all business 
and labor, and he came to this oily and 
made his home with his only daughter 
Mrs. John Slightam, at whose home he 
died this morning.

Engineers, and was known by all the 
old engineers on the St. Panl system, by 
whom he was held in high esteem.

method of using fuel is, however, terribly 
wasteful; a largo percentage of combusti­ 
ble m atter, as well as heat, goes up the 
flue and is wasted.

It is the expansion of w ater 
when passing into the icy state that bursts 
waterpipes of whatever m aterial 
That the bones are brittle in frosty 
weather.
